Firm’s race shame after 
‘unfair’ exit of sales rep

A COMPANY which has just five black staff 
out of 800 was found to have racially 
discriminated against an African-Caribbean 
employee and effectively dismissed him 
unfairly. 

An employment tribunal said Giles Marcus, 
formerly a sales rep at Pharmaceutical giant 
AstraZeneca’s marketing HQ in Capability 
Green, Luton, had been discriminated against 
‘on the grounds of his race and this was the 
reason for his resignation’ in 2010. 

Mr Marcus, 35, was criticised by his manag¬ 
er over his sales technique and told he 
needed to improve on his ‘in-call perfor¬ 
mance’, his proactivity and understanding of 
the business. 

Bedford Employment Tribunal found that 
this was despite statements by others that Mr 
Marcus’ performance was fine. He was issued 
with a written warning, to which he appealed 
against, but later resigned from the company 
where he had started in 2007. 

The tribunal said the ‘primary facts’ it was 
‘prepared to draw inferences from’ in reach¬ 
ing its findings were as follows: 



■ The number of black staff employed in the 
UK marketing company (five out of 800, 200 
of which are based in Luton) 

■ The absence of any equal opportunities 
policy 

■ No evidence that there is an equal oppor¬ 
tunities officer allocated with responsibility 
for it 

■ No apparent monitoring of equal oppor¬ 
tunities 

■ The treatment of Mr Marcus regarding his 
‘failure’ compared to the treatment of a white 
female colleague. 

In the tribunal’s judgement it states: ‘The 
claimant’s contract of employment makes no 
reference to equal opportunities and although 
we asked the respondent’s witnesses about 
this, they were not able to assist us about an 
equal opportunities policy and the amount of 
training they had received in equal opportuni¬ 
ties/diversity amounted to nil or very little. 

‘Similarly there was little in the way of mon¬ 
itoring taken by the company and their 
response to the race relations questionnaire 
was, in the tribunal’s view, evasive.’ 

It also said the manager - who has since left 
AstraZeneca - had little if any training and no 
awareness of such a policy and there was a 
‘lack of any legitimate explanation’ for his 
treatment of Mr Marcus. 

This week the tribunal was set to decide how 
much to award Mr Marcus, but he agreed a 
financial settlement with AstraZeneca before 
the hearing and is not able to disclose infor¬ 
mation to the press. 

An AstraZeneca spokesman said: “We were 
disappointed by the findings of the 
Employment Tribunal in this matter. 

“AstraZeneca understands that its people 
are its most important resource and is com¬ 
mitted to ensuring that it has a diverse work¬ 
force with equality of opportunity.” 

Luton on Sunday asked AstraZeneca how 
many of its 200-strong Luton workforce were 
black but the firm said it could not find out 
the information before our press deadline.

Lorraine’s back 
to celebrate 65 
millionth flyer 

ACTRESS Lorraine Chase, forever 
linked to Luton Airport through her 
iconic 1970s Campari advert, 
returned to the scene that sparked 
off her fame. 

She was there on Friday to celebrate 
Luton-based airline easyjet flying 
its 65 millionth traveller from the 
airport. 

The low-cost carrier also unveiled 
its bi-weekly route to Corfu from 
March 2012 and previewed its new 
TV advert, which will be airing from 
next month. 

Lorraine has been synonymous 
with Luton since the Campari advert 
- which kick-started her career - 
spawned her catchphrase ‘Nah, 
Luton Airport!’ as a reply to the ques¬ 
tion of ‘Were you truly wafted here 
from paradise?’ 

The ad then inspired the 1979 hit 
record ‘Luton Airport’ by Cats UK. 

She checked in easyjet’s first ever 
passengers in 1995 on the Luton to 
Glasgow flight. 

Paul Simmons, easyjet’s UK direc¬ 
tor, said: “We couldn’t think of any¬ 
one more appropriate to celebrate 
our milestone achievement and new 
Corfu route launch than with 
Lorraine. We’re really pleased she 
was able to join us again at Luton 
Airport.”

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Park gypsies ‘out of order’ says Euro MP 



ONE of Luton’s Euro MPs blasted travellers 
for setting up an illegal camp in Luton. 

Tory MEP David Campbell Bannerman hit out 
after caravans from the Dale Farm site in 
Essex turned up 60 miles away at Stockwood 
Park, Farley Hill, on Monday. Mr Campbell 
Bannerman urged Luton Borough Council to 
act ‘as quickly as possible to clear one of the 
town’s parks of an unauthorised 
encampment’. 

He said: “It is completely out of order that 
travellers have seen fit to illegally occupy a 
local amenity that is supposed to be there for 
the entire local community. 

“It is a park for local people, not a campsite, 
and the travellers should leave immediately. 
This is not about human rights, this is about 
the law being equally applied to all. 

“We need to make sure the travellers are 
moved on as quickly as possible.” 

Irish traveller Flint Devons, 29, who lived at 
Dale Farm for seven years, said: “I moved to 
Luton rather than wait for the bailiffs because 
my health was suffering. 

“My son and daughter were already in schools 
in Essex. Then we had to move and lose it all. 

“We came to Luton because we’ve been here 
before. The word has now spread back to Dale 
Farm.” 


Mr Devons had warned of more caravans to 
follow, but so far none have. 

In a statement the council said: ‘We were 
made aware of the encampment at 
Stockwood Park on Monday and immediately 
started the standard legal procedure for 
eviction. 

‘As part of this process we received 
clearance from the health visitor and 
education officer on Thursday and they 
declared they are happy for the eviction 
process to proceed. 

‘The section 77 notices informing the 
travellers that they are parked illegally and 
asking them to leave were served by Constant 
& Co on Thursday evening. 

‘The magistrates’ court has given us a court 
date for the morning of Wednesday, which is 
the first available. 

‘Eviction is then 24 hours after the court 
hearing providing the application is successful.’ 

Despite Mr Devons’ claims, the council 
insisted the travellers had not come from 
Dale Farm. 

The statement added: ‘There is no evidence 
to suggest they came from Dale Farm. 

‘The travellers themselves have told us that 
they are here for a funeral and they are not 
from Dale Farm.’

TEN people have been handed 
football banning orders totalling 
52 years for their part in the trou¬ 
ble at a Luton Town match last 
year. 

They were in court on public dis¬ 
order offences in connection with 
events following a Hatters game 
against York City at Kenilworth 
Road in May 2010. 

On Friday at Luton Crown Court, 
Ryan Downey, 24, of Julius 
Gardens, Luton, who had pleaded 
guilty at Luton Magistrates’ Court, 
was jailed for six months and 
banned from attending football 
matches for six years. 

Jamie Sales, 26, of Russet Way, 
Dunstable, was found guilty after a 
trial at Luton Crown Court on 
August 31 and was jailed for 12 
months and handed a six-year 
football banning order. 

Stewart Farquharson, 45, of Grove 
Road, pleaded guilty at crown court 
and was jailed for nine months. He 
was also given a six-year banning 
order. 

Ashley McChesney, 20, of 
Buckfield Avenue, Dunstable, 
pleaded guilty at magistrates’ court 
and was sentenced to nine months 
in a young offenders institute plus 


a further two months for breach of 
a previous order and handed a six- 
year football banning order. 

On Wednesday, a further three 
men will be sentenced at crown 
court. They are David Cremin, 24, 
of Meyrick Avenue, Luton, who 
pleaded guilty at Luton 
Magistrates’ Court, John Ruocco, 
21, of Kingswood Close, Houghton 
Regis, who pleaded guilty at crown 
court and Gary Booth, 40, of 
Kinross Crescent, Luton, who was 
found guilty after a trial at crown 
court on August 31. 

Last year, a 17-year-old from 
Luton was sentenced to a ten 
month referral order, costs and a 
three-year football ban after plead¬ 
ing guilty to affray at magistrates’ 
court. 

Another 17-year-old from Luton 
was made the subject of a supervi¬ 
sion requirement, a youth rehabili¬ 
tation order, was ordered to pay 


costs and given unpaid work 
together with a three-year football 
banning order after pleading guilty 
to affray at magistrates’ court. 

Neither of the teenagers can be 
identified for legal reasons. 

In all, 37 people were arrested after 
the incident. Eight others have 
received cautions for affray and 15 
teenagers received final warnings. 

Superintendent David Boyle said: 
“We will not tolerate this kind of 
behaviour. The game of football is a 
sport that families should be able 
to enjoy in safety. 

“I hope the sentencing results 
today show that Bedfordshire 
Police will use all methods avail¬ 
able to them to bring anyone who 
breaks the law to justice.” 

Among those sentenced who live 
outside of Luton were Kieran 
Gavigan, 27, of Churchill Road, 
Leighton Buzzard, pleaded guilty at 
Luton Crown Court and was jailed 


for seven months and handed a six- 
year football banning order. 
Michael Howe, 44, of Dellfield, St 
Albans, was found guilty after a 
trial at Luton Crown Court on 
August 31 and was jailed for a total 
of 13 months and handed a six-year 
football banning order. 

Ben Butler, 20, of St Andrews 
Close, Flitwick, who pleaded guilty 
in January at Luton Crown Court, 
was sentenced to 19 months 
imprisonment suspended for 18 
months, handed 250 hours of 
unpaid work and given a five-year 
football banning order. 

Jordan Shepherd, 27, of Barrow, 
Suffolk, who pleaded guilty and was 
sentenced to five months imprison¬ 
ment suspended for 18 months, 250 
hours of unpaid work and handed a 
five-year banning order. 

A further man was charged with 
affray but the charge was dismissed 
on August 22.

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Police patrols on the up 
after spate of attacks

FOUR violent attacks in the space of two 
months have links to the same pub. 

In the most recent incident, a 20-year- 
old left Bar Chameleon in High Street 
North, Dunstable, and was kicked and 
stamped on by eight men in an alley 
round the corner before being told to 
leave or else he would be killed. 

The victim fled to his girlfriend’s house 
before being taken to hospital to be 
treated for a broken jaw, which had to be 
wired into place using four screws and 
two metal plates. 

That happened at 4am on September 
11, weeks after a 24-year-old was refused 
entry into Bar Chameleon at 2.55am on 
August 15 and was then in an ‘altercation’ 
with another man who punched him. He 
fell to the ground and was left with a 
bleed on the brain and a large cut to his 
head. 

On fuly 25, a teenager was out celebrat¬ 
ing his 18th birthday was found beaten 
and unconscious outside Bar Chameleon 
at about 2.30am. He had been drinking in 
Cookies and Cream before the attack. He 
had a possible broken cheekbone and 
swelling to his face. 

In the other attack, on fuly 16, a man 
was punched in the back of his head out¬ 
side the bar, before the group of men 
began to attack the victim’s friend, leav¬ 
ing them with cuts and bruises. 

A Bedfordshire Police spokesman said: 


“The four incidents in Dunstable were all 
separate assaults, but over the past few 
months we have increased night-time 
patrols in the town centre. 

“We have also spoken with licensees 
and the licensing authority to establish 
what more can be done to ensure that 
people can safely enjoy a night out. 

“CCTV remains a useful tool to help us 
identify potential suspects and witnesses 
and we have used council-owned and 
private cameras to assist us with our 
enquiries. 


“If anyone did witness the assault on 
September 11, or any of the other 
incidents, then I would urge them to 
contact Bedfordshire Police on 01234 
841212.” 

Cllr fames famieson, leader of Central 
Bedfordshire Council, said: “We have 
been liaising with the police about these 
incidents in Dunstable and understand 
that they have increased night-time 
patrols in the town centre during key 
times and evenings.” 

Bar Chameleon did not return our calls. 


Witness plea after man dies 
following accident on road 

A CYCLIST has died after he was in collision with a car. 

The 59-year-old was on his bike when it was in collision 
with a black Vauxhall Corsa on Old Bedford Road, Luton, on 
Thursday at 7.34pm. 

The cyclist was taken to Luton & Dunstable Hospital having 
suffered a serious head injury, and later died. 

A full police collision investigation is underway and the 
officer in charge, PC Sam Sparkes of the Collision 
Investigation Unit, is keen to speak with anyone who saw 
the collision or anyone who saw the car and cyclist before it 
happened as they were travelling on Old Bedford Road.

Driver ko’d in assault 

A TAXI driver was hit over the head and knocked unconscious as 
he argued with five passengers. 

The victim was attacked close to Indigo Taxi Company in Marsh 
Road, Luton, by a group of men aged between 18 to 22 who then 
left the scene on foot. 

The cabbie was taken to hospital before being allowed home 
later that evening. 

Investigating police Sergeant Pauline Leng said: “As the incident 
happened inside and outside the vehicle it is possible members of 
the public and other motorists did not realise a person was being 
assaulted but they may have witnessed the five men leaving the 
scene. 

“I would urge anyone who was in the Marsh Road area that 
evening to think back and if they remember seeing a group of 
people acting suspiciously or running from a taxi they should 
contact the police.”

Line cut off after one call

A WHISTLEBLOWER hotline has been 
axed after £11,000 of taxpayers’ money 
was spent operating it for two years - 
with just one phone call to show for it. 

Last year Luton on Sunday reported 
that, during 2009, not a single call was 
made by staff at Luton Borough Council 
which paid private company In-Touch a 
flat rate £5,500 annual fee to monitor the 
line. 

Of all four ‘whistleblowing’ complaints 
made through various routes to the 
council during 2010 - one of which was 
to the hotline - none were taken up for 
further action or investigation. 

As a result, the council has decided to 
scrap the service altogether as of next 
month. 

Liberal Democrat Cllr Michael Dolling 



(pictured) said: “Spending £11,000 over 
two years to answer one phone call is an 
astonishing waste. It says a lot about 
Labour that they didn’t do a thing about 


it, and residents are paying through the 
nose to this day. It is disappointing 
though that this expensive line is still in 
place even after the same committee 
demanded a cheaper option a year ago.” 

A Town Hall spokeswoman said: “The 
Audit and Governance Committee asked 
officers to obtain comparative figures for 
whistleblowing complaints made to 
In-Touch by other organisations and to 
consider whether the council could 
combine with other authorities to 
purchase a service of this kind. 

“The outcome agreed was that the 
council's internal process (ie making a 
disclosure to the Monitoring Officer) was 
working well, cost effective and could 
stand alone. 

“This, in conjunction with the current 
financial constraints, resulted in the 
council giving the contractual three 
months’ notice to terminate the arrange¬ 
ment with In-Touch, and this service will 
cease on October 9, 2011.” 


Benefits cheats pay the price in court 


THREE benefits fraudsters 
were caught out illegally 
claiming more than £6,000 
between them in separate 
cases. 

Anam Miah, 41, of Chatsworth 
Road, Luton, was charged with 
failing to notify a change in his 
circumstances while claiming 
tax benefit from Luton Borough 
Council. 

Luton Magistrates’ Court 
heard that Miah had jointly 
bought a restaurant in 
Buckinghamshire but failed to 
disclose this to the council, 
therefore dishonestly obtaining 


£1,780 which he is currently 
repaying. 

Miah also received a 12 
month community order and 
told to do 60 hours of unpaid 
work. 

Elizabeth Kamau, 31, of 
Malthouse Green, Luton, was 
also charged with failing to 
notify a change in her 
circumstances after she 
returned to employment. 

Kamau fraudulently received 


benefits totalling £1,210 which 
she is also paying back to the 
council. The court issued a 
£250 fine and ordered to pay 
£220 towards the council’s 
costs. 

Prabuhlal Karsan, 57, of 
Humberstone Road, Luton, was 
charged with dishonestly 
furnishing a document in order 
to claim council tax. 

The court heard how Karsan 
jointly owned a shop and flat in 


Northamptonshire which was 
rented out on a commercial 
basis. 

By failing to declare this 
property ownership, Karsan 
received benefits totalling 
£3,158, which he has since 
repaid in full to the council. 

Karsan received a 12 month 
community order with a 16 
week curfew and was ordered 
to repay £220 towards the 
council’s costs.

A WOMAN fell 50 feet into a 
quarry after tripping over her 
pet. 

The dog walker, 27, was airlifted 
to hospital with suspected spinal 
injuries after slipping into Chalk 
Lane Quarry, Dunstable, off the 
A5. The air ambulance helicopter 
landed inside the quarry to res¬ 
cue her. 

A medical crew worked closely 
with colleagues from the East of 
England Ambulance Service NHS 
Trust, Bedfordshire and Luton 
Fire and Rescue Service and 
Bedfordshire Police to help trans¬ 
port the woman out of the quarry 

They then administered pain 
relief before packaging her to 


protect suspected spinal injuries 
for the flight to Marshalls Airport 
in Cambridge. Upon landing, the 
woman was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s by road ambu¬ 
lance. 

Critical Care Paramedic Jemma 
Varela said: “This is exactly the 
type of incident where an air 
ambulance is vital. 

“The patient was in a location 


which was hard to reach in a land 
ambulance and the helicopter 
meant that we could get special¬ 
ist treatment and equipment to 
her when and where she needed 
it most. 

“We were also able to take her to 
the most appropriate hospital for 
her injuries, rather than the near¬ 
est, to make sure she received the 
best possible treatment.”

Pregnant woman is bailed in ‘slavery’ case 


THE pregnant wife of one of the 
travellers accused of slavery offences 
has been bailed on condition she only 
leaves home to give birth. 

Josie Connors, 30, appeared at 
Luton Magistrates’ Court on 
Thursday accused of keeping 
people in servitude and false labour. 

She was held, along with four 
men, three of whom were her 
brothers, as part of a police raid on 
the Green Acre travellers site near 


Leighton Buzzard. Another of the 
brothers, Johnny Connors, 27, was at 
the court on Wednesday after being 
arrested on Tuesday. He is charged 
with conspiracy to hold a person in 
servitude and conspire with other 
persons to require another person 
to perform forced labour. 

Mr Connors, of St Albans, was 
remanded in custody after bail was 
refused. They are both due to 
appear at Luton Crown Court along 


with brothers James Connors, 

23, Tommy Connors, 27, and Patrick 
Connors, 19, and their brother-in- 
law James Connors, 33, on 
December 5 for a plea and case 
management hearing. 

Two other people were arrested 
after agreeing to come to Luton 
Police Station. A 61-year-old woman 
has been released on bail until 
October 31; while a man, 51, was 
released on police bail.

FA chief in ‘racist’ email 
storm set to leave role

THE boss of Bedfordshire FA who 
admitted to an ‘error of judge¬ 
ment’ in forwarding a ‘racist’ 
email will be stepping down. 

Chief executive Peter Brown, 
(pictured) who earlier this month 
apologised for sending a message 
‘joke’ depicting a black Scottish 
dog, will quit his post at the end of 
the year. 

Mr Brown, 65, who has worked 
for Beds FA for more than 40 years 
and had been due to retire next 
year, stepped down from the 
national FA Council after his ‘mis¬ 
take’ came to light. 

He had been handed a final writ¬ 
ten warning for his breach of con¬ 
duct following a disciplinary 
process. On Wednesday, the coun¬ 
ty’s local FA council which - 
although it runs football in 


Bedfordshire, has no powers - 
held a routine meeting where the 
events of the last few weeks were 
discussed. 

The following day, Beds FA made 
the announcement regarding Mr 
Brown’s future. 

Richard Robinson, chairman of 
Beds FA, said: “Following recent 
speculation regarding the 
position of our chief executive it 
has been decided that Peter 
Brown will stand down from the 
role on December 31. 

“The board of directors declined 
to accept Mr Brown’s resignation, 
asking him to remain in the post 
until a successor is suitably in 
position at the start of January 
2012. The process of appointing a 
successor will commence 
immediately. 

“This decision has received the 
full support of the County FA 
Council and other partners.”

Inquiry may speed up 
A5-M1 Link Road plan

A PUBLIC inquiry into the 
long-awaited Dunstable 
Bypass will be ‘brought for¬ 
ward’ to the New Year, it was 
announced this week. 

The Highways Agency for¬ 
mally issued a public notice 
on Wednesday of its intention 
to restart the inquiry process, 
which had been originally 
planned for June 2010 until it 
was hit by delays. 

The bypass - also known as 
the A5-M1 Link Road Scheme 
- would connect the A5 just 
to the north of the existing 
A5/A505 roundabout junc¬ 
tion, with the aim being to 
cut traffic on the A5 through 
Dunstable. 

The Planning Inspectorate 
has now been asked by the 
Agency to nominate an inde¬ 
pendent inspector to con¬ 
duct the inquiry, with a date 
and venue yet to be 
arranged, after being given 
the go-ahead by the 
Secretary of State for 
Transport. 

This means work on the 
project - estimated to cost 
between £156m and £212m - 
could start in 2014, rather 
than ‘sometime after 2015’ 
timescale which was previ¬ 
ously announced. 

The move comes after the 
Government secured £45 
million private sector invest¬ 


ment for a new 2.9 mile con¬ 
gestion-busting dual car¬ 
riageway running east from 
the A5 north of Dunstable to 
the Ml at a new junction 
(Junction 11a). 

Parliamentary Under 
Secretary of State for 
Transport Mike Penning said: 
“I have said that private 
investment can help progress 
transport projects and the 
£50m contribution to the 
costs of the A5-M1 link road 
is an example of this. 

“The third-party funding 
significantly improves the 
return on public investment 
for this scheme and I am 
pleased to announce that the 
public inquiry, which was 
suspended last year, can be 
re-started. I’d like to thank 
the council and developers 
for their commitment to this 
scheme.” 

South West Bedfordshire 
MP Andrew Selous said: “The 
deal with the developers and 
the restarting of the public 
inquiry is fantastic news for 
jobs and the local economy.” 

Cllr Ken Matthews said: 
“This much-needed bypass 
will not only relieve major 
traffic congestion for 
Dunstable and Houghton 
Regis and the surrounding 
area, but provide a massive 
economic boost, cementing 
Central Bedfordshire’s posi¬ 
tion as a great location for 
innovation and opportunity.”

Cannabis grower told by 
JP to ‘get off the drugs’ 


A 22-YEAR-OLD who grew 
cannabis for his own personal 
use did so because he had 
become ‘fed up’ with having to 
trade with dealers. 

When police raided Karl 
Byford’s flat in High Street North, 
Dunstable, on August 26 they 
discovered 55 plants of the drug, 
which were all in different stages 
of growth. 

In a room in the flat, which he 
rents from his father, there were 
also three high powered lights, 
but it was not described as 
‘sophisticated’ equipment. 

Prosecutor Joy Gir said: “He 
fully admitted growing the 
cannabis and that he and his 
friends had become fed up with 
having to deal with dealers and 
pay them for cannabis. 


“He told police his father had 
no knowledge of the drugs.” 

Furrukh Usmani, defending, 
said: “There were three bright 
lights and three fans. 

“This isn’t a case when 
hydroponics or anything of that 
nature have been used, it was not 
a professional job and there was 
no sophisticated equipment 
used.” 

At Luton Magistrates’ Court on 
Wednesday, Byford, who pleaded 
guilty to producing cannabis, 
was sentenced to a 140-hour 
community order, a three-month 
curfew, for which he would be 
electronically tagged, between 
8pm-6am, and to pay £85 costs. 

In sentencing him, chairman of 
the magistrates Cllr Barry Neale 
told Byford to ‘get off the drugs’.

A BEMUSED resident was 
inclined to point out the council 
has made another mistake - this 
one being most slope-y. 

After last week’s story about 
Luton Borough Council’s misspelt 
Beatles brick, Luton on Sunday was 
contacted by eagle-eyed Francis 
McDonnell, who spotted this sign 
error in Tennyson Road.

We believe the 
error would have occurred when 
the sign now showing 8 per cent 
was installed as it is likely that this 
replaced a sign reading 1:8 which 
was the old format. 

“The mistake will be corrected 
in due course.”

Man caught with fake fags 
and baccy worth £120k 
gets suspended sentence

A SMUGGLER was caught after 
illegally bringing more than 
£120,000 fake cigarettes and 
tobacco from China. 

Zhia Han Jan, of The Green, 
Luton, was caught red-handed by 
HM Revenue & Customs officers 
as he arrived at a storage unit in 
Luton in his BMW with 18,400 
cigarettes and 80Kg of tobacco in 
the back. 

They arrested the 26-year-old 
and inside the unit at Cosgrove 
Way Business Park found 12,000 


cigarettes along with empty 
hand-rolling tobacco pouches. 

When Jan’s fingerprints were 
taken, they matched those of Hon 
Pong Cheng, which was an alias 
he used. Cheng was suspected of 
involvement in an earlier attempt 
to smuggle hand rolling tobacco 
through Felixstowe in 2010, when 
more than 410Kg of tobacco was 
discovered hidden in a container 
load of footstools from China. 

The total revenue evaded was 
estimated as being £120,000. 

At Ipswich Crown Court on 
Tuesday, Ian - as he is usually 
known - was sentenced to 12 


months in prison, suspended for 
two years, and given a community 
service order to carry out 200 
hours of unpaid work having 
pleaded guilty to two counts of 
smuggling at an earlier hearing. 

Jennie Kendall, of HMRC, said: 
“The illegal tobacco trade has a 
huge effect on our community. 

“The criminals involved are not 
concerned who they sell to and 
often supply to children and 
young people. We have active and 
effective teams of officers operat¬ 
ing across the region to stamp out 
this criminal activity and seek to 
prosecute those responsible.”

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Job loss costs hit 
police force hard

A CASH-STRAPPED police force 
spent more than £300,000 on 
making just 14 staff redundant 
in the last year. 

Figures released under the 
Freedom of Information act show 
that the largest severance pack¬ 
ages paid out by Bedfordshire 
Police between August 2010 and 
August 2011 was £42,000 - hand¬ 
ed to an employee who had 
worked for the authority for 32 
years. 

Other payouts included 
£41,000 to someone who had 
worked for the team for 18 years, 


£37,000 for a member who had 
done 26 years service, £28,000 for 
an employee of 38 years and 
£26,000 to a person who worked 
for Bedfordshire Police for 28 
years. 

The figures - which also show 
that 48 staff were hired by the 
force in the last financial year - 
do not include police officers as, 
by law, they cannot be made 
redundant. 

However, in the last financial 
year 89 civilians left the 
Bedfordshire Police payroll. 

And 63 police officers also 
moved on - including former 
Chief Constable Gillian Parker - 
while just 37 were hired. 


A Bedfordshire Police spokes¬ 
woman said: “The force contin¬ 
ues to redeploy staff into vacant 
posts where it can, to avoid com¬ 
pulsory redundancies and retain 
staff with valuable skills and cor¬ 
porate knowledge. 

“The force acknowledges the 
unprecedented financial climate, 
however, to achieve an overall 
reduction in police staff costs 
there have to be some one-off 
costs up front. 

“Through these it is anticipated 
the force will make the longer 
term savings required as well 
as mitigate the risk of making 
further compulsory redundan¬ 
cies.”

A novel way of qettinq 
‘banned’ in other places 


BOOKS cause controversy for a 
number of reasons, be it because 
they feature witchcraft, are 
against the political views of a 
country, or because they are too 
‘explicit’. 

But some of those books will be 
ones you will have never have 
thought would incite any kind of 
backlash. 

Did you know, for example, that 
in many parts of America, and 
some Christian schools in the 
UK, the worldwide phenomenon 
that is JK Rowling’s Harry Potter 
is not available as it ‘promotes 
witchcraft’? 

Some may see this as completely 
bizarre, others out there may 
agree to the censorship. And that 
is what Luton Library is hoping to 
open up to debate. 

Over the next eight weeks, 
Luton Central Library, in St 
George’s Square, will be featuring 
four books, of more than 100, 
which have have been banned 
across the world. 

Those books start this week 
with the teen novel Angus, 
Thongs and Full Frontal 
Snogging by Louise Rennison. Its 
content, a frank discussion on 
boys, and an insight into the psy¬ 
che of a teenage girl, has led to it 
being censored in US schools. 

Following on from that will be 
Persepolis, a comic by Marjan

banned in Ireland, which is an 
insight to 1950s Ireland. 

The idea is for people to come 
in, take the book out (for free), 
and start a discussion. Some of 
you might love one book, while 
another hates it, but that is what 
Andrew Bond and Fiona Marriott 
hope happens. 

Fiona explained: “It’s a way of 
getting people into reading and 
reading things that they never 
thought of or always intended to 
but never got round to it. It will 
introduce people to new books 
and some things that they never 
knew, maybe politically, or books 
they have never heard of.” 

She added that it is interesting 
that some of the books share 
some of the same political ideas 
of those people involved in the 
Arab Spring, although not deal¬ 
ing with that specifically or in the 
same region geographically. 

Andrew added: “What I love 
about one book that was banned 
is Animal Farm by George Orwell, 
the Americans banned it because 


Satrapi, which deals with the 
author’s experience of growing 
up in Iran during the revolution. 
It is banned in that country. 

Tying in with Black History 
Month in October will be lames 
Baldwin’s African-American 
novel Go Tell It On The Mountain 
which was banned in America 
because of its themes of violence, 
sex and profanity. 

Hoping to appeal to the Irish 
demographic in Luton is Borstal 
Boy by Brendan Behan, a book 
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neonle to read books

they thought it showed commu¬ 
nism, while the Soviets banned it 
because they thought it showed 
totalitarianism.” 

“We certainly have, as librari¬ 
ans, a professional role against 
censorship. 

“We did this last year, but there 
weren’t as many books, and it 
was interesting to see adults 
coming along and seeing picture 
books for three or four year olds 
and wanting to know why that 
was banned. It just causes people 


to think.” Fiona explained how 
times have changed in this 
country. She said: “I think the 
British have come a long way 
since Lady Chatterley’s Lover [a 
novel by DH Lawrence which 
was challenged in the courts 
under the Obscenity Law in 1960] 
and we are a lot more tolerant of 
ideas in books.” 

All of the material on the 
‘banned book’ list will be avail¬ 
able at the library. There will be a 
‘wall’ in the library where you 


can post a note as to whether 
you think the book should be 
banned or if you are a fan.

Free alarms will help 
to beat the burglars

ELDERLY and vulnerable 
residents will get alarms 
installed for free to protect their 
homes from burglars. 

Charity Age Concern is working 
with home security experts 
Friedland to put in the systems as 
UK Home Security Week arrived 
in Luton yesterday. 

The idea is to raise awareness of 
the measures people can take to 
reduce the risk of crime in their 
homes. 

A report released by Friedland 
shows that this project is essential 
to home protection, with results 
revealing that only four in ten 
homes are protected with a burglar 
alarm, leaving almost 60 per cent 
prime targets for raiders. 


Jonathan Lim, security expert at 
Friedland, said: “Luton is setting a 
great example by actively 
addressing the issue of home 
security and we hope other 
regions will follow this lead. 

“The good news is that security 
measures don’t have to be big 
steps. 

“Simply cutting back trees and 
shrubs to remove potential hiding 
places for burglars or installing 
alarm systems, that can be as 
cheap as £100, are good value 
deterrents in the long run. 

“They mean that homeowners 
are far less likely to ever have to 
physically protect their property.” 

The ‘Friedland UK Home 
Security’ report also found that 
two-thirds of households are 
expecting a rise in crime due to 
recently announced police 


budget cuts, so it is more 
essential than ever that 
homeowners have the correct 
security elements in place such as 
security lighting and alarm 
systems to protect their homes. 

Betty McKean, who as a Luton 
resident is taking part in the 
scheme, said: “I have window and 
door locks but I don’t think that’s 
enough to stop burglars. 

“I’m hoping that the alarm will 
work as a deterrent as I do believe 
what they say - older people are 
the easiest targets and so we do 
need protection from these 
people. 

“This alarm will make me feel 
safer in my own home and that is 
a very important thing for people 
living alone.”

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Cains exit and Wilshere’s success highlights 
the pros and cons of homegrown talent 


FOOTBALL 

THE emergence of Jack Wilshere at the highest 
level of football is one of the reasons why it was 
right for Luton Town to sell youth player Michael 
Cain to Leicester City, according to Gary Brabin. 

The England and Arsenal midfielder began his 
career as a kid at Luton before moving onto the 
Premier League giants and this week the Hatters 
sold Cain to the Loxes for a five-figured sum. 

Asked if the success of Luton youngsters was a 
double-edged sword, Brabin said: “It goes both 
ways. Sometimes you’ve got to keep hold of your 
homegrown talent and let them blossom with 
you. Sometimes, it is equally important to sell 
some on. 

“It is not until you see the likes of Jack Wilshere 
playing for Arsenal that people sit up and take 
notice of what homegrown talent there is at 
Luton.” 

But Brabin admits that there is a fine balance 
between keeping and moving young talent on. 

“I think there’s got to be a good mixture. It is 
important that now and again we do sell them on 


if it is to the right club, for the right fee and so it 
suits all parties,” said Brabin. 

“You don’t want to be selling every single one of 
your players. It is nice, on a Saturday, to go and 
watch homegrown players play.” 

Nevertheless, after selling David Moli to 
Liverpool and Cauley Woodrow to Lulham, the 
Luton chief believes that the sale of Cain was good 
business. 

“He is a really good footballer and is a handful,” 
the manager said of Cain. 

“We knew a lot of teams were interested in him 
and I know there was a little fight and people 
behind the scenes here worked fantastically well 
to keep hold of him. 

“I think there was a bit of a free-for-all at one 
stage when people thought they could take our 
players for nothing. 

“People here have worked really hard to make 
sure that didn’t happen. 

“We want to help players progress and hopefully 
be part of Luton Town’s success. If not, they can 
help the club by going on further and making the 
club a few bob. The player progresses as well.”

Ex-Hatter

BOOTHAM Crescent has been a hard 
place for Luton Town to come to in recent 
seasons. So bad in fact, that the Luton 
defence didn’t turn up for the opening 45 
minutes of Hatters’ 3-0 defeat at York. 

Ashley Chambers’ early strike started the 
woe before former Hatter Jason Walker 
showed his ex-employees why they made a 
mistake letting him go in the summer with 
a finish of pure quality to make it two. 

Walker has reignited his career since 
moving away from Kenilworth Road, 
notching up seven goals prior to yesterday, 
but this was his day to shine and the strik¬ 
er had a massive hand in York’s third as his 
cross was turned in by Chambers. 

A shambolic Luton were outplayed from 
start to finish as they slumped to their first 
defeat of the season in a match that only 
saw them fire four shots on target. 

York took the lead in their first attack as 
Patrick McLaughlin teed up Chambers to 
fire a stunning curling effort into the bot¬ 
tom right corner with Mark Tyler beaten 
from the moment the ball left Chambers’ 
feet. 

The goal sparked York into life and Jamie 
Reed latched on to Will Antwi’s weak head¬ 
er back to lob an indecisive and hesitant 
Tyler but, fortunately for Town, Reed’s 
effort bounced the wrong side of the post. 

Antwi was having a nightmare start at the 
back which soon got worse as Reed once 
again picked up from one of the defender’s 
many mistakes - this time a slip - to go 
one-on-one with Tyler. But after taking an 
age to eventually pick his spot, the winger 
shot straight into Tyler’s legs. 

Chambers was next to let the defender 
off the hook after blasting high and wide 
from Antwi’s equally poor spooned clear¬ 
ance. 

Then Walker made his point, shooting on 
the turn to fire home from a ricochet and 
silence the Hatters fans behind the goal. 
The finish was perfect, a low drive beyond 
the reach of Tyler, and was followed by a 
subdued celebration in respect of his old 
team. 

Luton only had themselves to blame and 
it wasn’t until the 38th minute that Stuart 
Lleetwood fired wide the Hatters’ first 
attempt on goal.

Walker then inflicted further misery on 
his former team on the stroke of half-time 
with an inch-perfect cross for Chambers to 
volley home his second of the match and 
present Luton with a mountainous sec¬ 
ond-half struggle. 

And that struggle could have got even 
steeper within minutes of the restart had 
Chambers’ low drive not marginally crept 
past Tyler’s right post. 

Jamie Hand should have decreased the 
deficit minutes later after Aaron O’Connor, 
thrown into the mix along with Adam 
Watkins at half-time to inspire a Luton 
comeback, pulled the ball back to the mid¬ 
fielder - but Hand blazed over unchal¬ 
lenged from 12 yards. 

Walker then came inches away from his 
second after a curling effort from 35 yards 
clipped the upright.

GARY BRABIN has revealed that he expect¬ 
ed his side to leak goals ahead of their 3-0 
thumping at York City after his team had 
conceded ‘silly’ ones in recent matches.

A MEMBER of the Bedfordshire Football Association Race 
Equality Group [FA REG] has backed the county authority 
for ‘trying to unite the football family’ in the wake of a 
‘racist’ email forwarded by chief executive Peter Brown.

Beds FA REG member and chairman of the Black and 
Minority Ethnic [BME] football forum, Abu Nasir, has called 
the decision a satisfactory outcome. 

The recruitment process is now set to commence as 
soon as possible with the intention of having a new CEO in 
place by January. 

In a statement, Mr Nasir, from Luton, said: ‘I have had 
numerous calls from people around the country who were 
very upset by the email and wanted Peter to be dismissed. 

‘I was also under pressure to resign had the Beds FA not 
dismissed Peter as a way of protesting against racism. 

‘However, as a member of the FA Race Equality Group and 
an advisor I would like to state that I am content with the 
outcome and thank the chairman for trying to unite the 
football family in Bedfordshire during this difficult period 
for all. 

‘I am glad we have an outcome and hope it is satisfactory 
for all who are involved in football. 

‘I will continue to work hard to engage all members of 
the football community both locally and nationally to work 
collectively, openly and transparently in all football matters 
in the future and ensure all sections of the community are 
continuously engaged. 

‘I hope we can progress together in the future and 
incidents like this do not divide our community. 

‘I thank Peter for his hard work over the last 40 years and 
hope this incident does not undermine some of the 
positive work we have been doing in the county over the 
years. 

‘Unfortunately, Luton is in the national press again for the 
wrong reasons but I assure you the community is united in 
progressing football and social cohesion for years to come 
and this error of judgement by our CEO does not reflect 
the county FA in any way.’
